THE IRON FOUNDRIES OF PITTSBURGH.— 


There are now in Pittsburgh thirty-eight iron 
foundries, of which nine are almost exclusively 
employed in the manufacture of steam-engine*, 
and twenty-nine in the manufacture of various 
kind* of hollow-ware, machinery, <fcc. 
The 


foundries which are employed In the manufac- 
ture of steam-enginei, consume yearly 3,200 
tons of wrought iron, 9,200 of pig, employ 640 
men, and produce 120 steam-engi pee, every year. 
Their nett capital is f 540. 
Tbe heaviest ei- 


ablishmeht among the other foundries is the 
Fort Pitt Works. At this establishment tbera 
were built some year* since two iron steamers 
of four hundred ton* each, and a revenue cutter, 
which latter craft i* (till in existence upon Lake 
Ontario. 
In 1853, the Fort Pitt Work* con- 


sumed 3,225 tons of pig iron, and 1,000 tons of 
wrought iron, and 360 hands.—They are now 


ngaged on a government order for twenty-one 
guns, called Columbians, having a ten Inch bore, 
and throwing a one hundred and twenty-four 
jound shot. It i* estimated that the total amount 
of pig iron, blooms and scraps annually consu- 
med in Pittsburgh, i* at least equal to 127,375 
toni.

WAR APPROPRIATIONS us. AGRICULTURE.

Yet everybody know* that a large 
number of the tax-payers who contributed to 
his sixty-seven million*, are agriculturists ; and 
Congress must have been sensible of tho vast 
amount of public good that might have keen at- 
tained, by devoting even an exceedingly mod- 


rate sura, comparatively speaking, to the im- 
provement of agriculture .'
